To the Members of

We have examined the combined financial statements and the 
combining individual fund and account group financial statements 
of the Town of Pittsburg, New Hampshire as of, and for the year 
ended December 31, 1988, as listed in the table of contents. 
These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town's 
management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these 
financial statements based on our audit. 


As described in Note 1B, the combined financial statements 
referred to above do not include financial statements of the 
General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts which should be included to 
conform with generally accepted accounting principles. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether 
the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An 
audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting 
the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An 
audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
Significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating 
the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that 
our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion.

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Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an 
opinion on the combined financial statements taken as a whole and 
on the combining, individual fund and account group financial 
statements. The accompanying financial information, listed as 
the supplemental schedule of Federal Financial Assistance, in the 
table of contents is presented for purposes of additional ~ 
analysis and is not a required part of the combined financial 
statements of the Town of Pittsburg, New Hampshire.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In the year 1989, the Pittsburg Police Department prosecuted the 
following number of cases through the Courts: 


Motor Vehicle - 116; OHRV - 67; Unauthorized Camping - 16; 
DWI - 6; Drug - 5; Unlawful Possession of Alcohol - 8; 
Criminal Trespass - 10; Criminal Mischief - 4; Littering - 
4; Operating After Suspension - 3; False Report of an Acci- 
dent - 1; Theft - 2; Bad Checks - 7; Dog Complaints - 8; 
Juvenile Cases - 5. 


In addition to this, we investigated 50 accidents in 1989. During 
the past year, several camp breaks were reported to the Pittsburg 
Police Department. As everyone knows, because of the remoteness of 
these camps and the fact that many are not used for a long period of 
time, investigation of these breaks is difficult and frustrating. 
Starting in 1990, the Department will be using a new type of property- 
check form. One copy will be left at your property and the other will 
be placed on file in my office. These forms will contain the date and 
time your property was: checked and any discrepancies found by the 
Officer. If any discrepancies are found, an attempt to notify youwill 
be made as soon as possible. We will appreciate your help in notify- 
ing us of any suspicious activity or persons in the area of these camps. 
Please try and get vehicle plate numbers for us, but do not approach 
any questionable persons. 


If you have need for an Officer, let me again remind you that wecan 
be reached through Colebrook Dispatch (237-5555). They will know who 
is on duty and where to reach us. You can also call our home numbers 
listed below. 


In 1989 we added a new, but not unfamiliar name, to the Department. 
Carl T. Carlson joined us as a Special Officer. His background in law 
enforcement will certainly help us. Carl has and will continue to get 
training in Motor Vehicle Laws and other subjects to enable him to 
cross over from Conservation Officer to Police Officer. 


The Officers of the Pittsburg Police Department attended several 
schools in 1989 sponsored by the N.H. Police Standards and Training 
Council. In addition, I went to an 8-hour certification course in the 
new Breath Intoxilyzer held in Concord. All Officers were recertified 
in the use of their firearms and nightsticks. 


On behalf of the Pittsburg Police Department, I would like to thank 
all of you for your support in 1989 and look forward to serving you in 
1990.

1989 found our Ambulance Corps with sixteen volunteers made up of a 
very supportive and dedicated crew. 


Our meetings are held the last Thursday of every month. New volun- 
teers are always welcome. Come see what we're all about. We are al- 
ways updating our training. We have First Aid-First Responders who 
have to recertify every 2 yrs., EMT's who are required every 3 yrs. to 
recertify. Our CPR training is a requirement every year to make sure 
we are updated on any new changes. To get in on any one of our train- 
ing classes or just to come in and see what we're all about, just stop 
in or contact myself or any one of the Corps.members. 


We would like to extend a special thanks to our training officer 
Madelene Judd; also to our CPR instructor Bert von Dohrmann. Thanks 
also is extended to our dispatchers. You are a very important part of 
our system, and are greatly appreciated by all of us. Things run quite 
smoothly and our response time is alot quicker due to your part. 


In 1989 our ambulance did 60 emergency runs and 18 transfers. Alot 
of us do transfers for and with Colebrook's ambulance to help them due 
to a shortage in their manpower at times, and also because some of us 
are available. It seems good to be able to help each other out. Our 
ambulance is available for transfers upon request of the patient. 


Items are still available for loan at no charge if anyone needs them: 
wheelchairs, walkers, crutches, hospital beds, canes, and commodes. 
Anyone interested please contact any one of us. 


We would like to thank the people of Pittsburg, the people in the 
surrounding areas, and visiting friends, for their support and donations. 
As a non-profit organization, we gladly receive and appreciate all 
donations. These donations are used to maintain and update equipment 
and current materials, and purchase new items. We are presently look- 
ing into purchasing a new stretcher. In the next couple of years, we 
will be looking into purchasing a new ambulance. Your support will be 
greatly appreciated. 


As President I relay a very special thanks to my fellow Corps mem- 
bers. Sometimes you don't get:alot of recognition or thanks for your 
services as volunteers. I know it's part of our job and we do get a 
personal satisfaction out of helping others. If we didn't like this 
work, we wouldn't dedicate ourselves to this, but an occasional smile 
or simple thanks really means alot. I can sure say that it's a relief 
to know that when the calls come in, there's one or more volunteers 
headed out to meet you who really do understand. Great going guys!

At the annual Town Meeting in March, 1989, the following Planning 
Board members were elected: John Amey and Carl Carlson, for three 
year terms; Sheridan Rodrique and Raymond Thibeault, for two year 
terms; and Eleanor Crockett and Joy Webster, for one year terms. In 
May, Mrs. Webster resigned from the Board, and Betty Falton was 
appointed to complete her term. 


The Planning Board held its regular meetings on the second and 
fourth Thursdays of each month. During the year, the Board received 
seven major subdivision applications, three of which were withdrawn 
and four approved. Four minor subdivision applications were received 
and approved, as well as two lot line adjustments.
